Arrangements have now been made, says the 
Birmingham Post, for the adoption of a North 
China joint eductional scheme by the London 
“Missionary Society and the American Board— 
the fureign niissionary organisation in the 
United States corresponding to the former body 
in this country. The English organisation will 
transfer its boys" school at Pekin tothe American 
Boar.’s establishment at Tung-chow, a few 
miles distant, and one of its missionaries will 
join the American staff The school will 
provide amarts and theological -curriculum, and 
the idea is to train Chinese youths mainly, 
though not exclusively, for evangelising work 
among their own people. The London 
Missianary Society is hoping to establish a 
medical schaal at Pekin, on the teaching staff 
of which the American Board would be re- 
ciprocally represented, and such an enterprise, 
it is said, would involve the erection of new 
buildings, as all the previous buildings belong- 
ing to the society in the Chinese capitu) were 
destroyed in the Boxer risirg three years ago, 
The medical school would probably occupy a 
neighbouring site, which has recently been 
acquired, and an offer of liberal assistance 
toward the necessarily heavy outlay has already 
been received,

Atthe meeting of the Sanitary Board thisafter- 
neon a letter was considered frum the Colonial 
Secretary relative to the Chinese theatres, and 
p iming out ‘that +E. the Governor had very 
carefully considered the reconmmendationsofthe 
Board with every anxiety to meet their wishes, 
He stated that the recommendation was to a 
certiin exteat based wpon.the assumption that 
the closing: of the theatres in 1g91 “had some 
effect upon the course of she epidemic. These 
thealres, he wro e, are Large and well-ventilated 
structures, and assuming that each ace 
,commodates about 2,000 persens the two 
theatres in Victoria would remove for several 
howrs a,cou persons toa place of rational 
amusement; persons who would othe wise be 
congregated in ihe already too congested tene- 
ments. His Excellency bopes that on further 
consideration the Board, will agree that in 
time of epidemic it. is not well, if it can 
be avoided, to deprive the people of amuse 
ments, Having pointed out that the Govern: 
ment understood that the system of closing 
theatres was nol approved af by scientific men 
in England, and alluded to the fact that in 1y91 
such a course bad na effect upon the course of 
the plague epidemic, the writer proceeded, 
“ip is with ‘great reluctance that [fis 
Excellency disagrees with any — propasil 
put forward by the Sanitary Board, whose 
anxiety to carry out effective measures His

Mr.H. E. Pollock, K.C, had given notice of 
certain questions (printed in full in our issue 
lust evening) which he intended asking at 
the meeting of the Sanitary Board to-day. 
This afteraoon he asked the questions to 
which the Acting Medical Officer of Health 
replied :(t).

The Committee appointed by a mecting of 
Justices of the Peace some time ago to inquire 
into the duties of Jus-ices of the Peace in olher 
cities of India and in Great Britain has ad: 
dressed a memorial to Government on the sub- 
ject of utilising their services in some suitable 
way. The Committee suggests the formation 
of a Bench of Honorary Magistrates, and doubt. 
les such a body would be of great service to 
both police and public, But the difficulty lies’ 
in the fact that Bombay has no less than 530 
Justices of the Peace, the majority of whom, 
we have no hesitation in sayings are totilly 
taf for the duties that would devolve upon 
them. The Committee fully recognise this, 
though they do not say so in as many words. 
They confess that no general: scheme for the 
uuilisauon of the services of all J. P's is 
possible. Wherefore they suggest that a 
certain number of Justices of the leace be 
appointed honorary magistrures. ‘This, of 
course, would throw upon Government the in- 
vidious task of selecting the particular men, 
and would lead, no daubt, to vigorous protests 
from the rejected, But the opportunity now 
presents itself uf pruning the list, and Govern-

would have been atuicked, and a dozen weak 
points discovered. Bot then the dollar was 
lower than it had ever been before and was on 
the downward grade, For the last month or 
two it has been fairly stationary, and the public 
inind has dismissed the question as being no 
longer urgent, and has accepted passively the 
scheme of the Currency Committee, as bein 
‘rather slow in operation,’ involving ‘not very 
great expenditure, but a‘ perfectly safe and 
sure method’ ‘involving no risk and creating 
the minimum of disturbance.’ We shall be sur- 
prisedif, on further considerat.on, the Unofficial 
Members give a quite unqualified assent to 
any of these assertions, excep’, possibly, the 
sluwness of the method. We may mention that 
we have in hand an important and interesting 
interview with Mr, A. Huttenbach, which will 
be published to-morrow, on the proposed 
scheme and some- objections to uw. Et will 
stimulate thought on the mo:t momentous 
question which has ever had to be considered 
by this Colony, ‘The Council may do well to 
discuss the subject on Friday, but until the 
Chamber of Commerce has had an opportunity 
of considering the scheme and publicly discus- 
sing it, no decision can with propriety be come 
to. For a scheme that is not going to be 
completely operative for, perhaps, seven years, 
another seven months’ delay, and a reference 
back to the Committee to take further evidence 
on local conditions not properly elucidated, 
can dp harm, :
